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setting the Church in Order 


Scripture: 1 Cor. 14:40. 

Somehow or other, I feel led to write 
on this subject this morning. I don’t 
think that I have any knowledge of any- 
one writing on this subject in the Evan- 
gel. 

Now we know that God has a method 
of doing everything that He wishes to 
do, and everything is done in ORDER. 
God has made His demand, through the 
Bible, for a Church that is made to OR- 
DER, and we ministers of God are re- 
sponsible for the building of that Church. 

We read over in Eph. 5:27, “That he 
might present it to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or 
any such thing; but that it should be 
holy and without blemish.” So we must 
not stop working on this Church until 
it is completed according to the specifi- 
cations. Now, as a minister of several 
years’ experience, I have heard a lot said 
about different holiness movements, and 
especially the ORDER or method in 
which they conducted their services. Now 
the text says, “Let all things be done 
decently and in ORDER,” so I believe 
we, as pastors of the Churches of God, 
should be very careful how we conduct 
our services, so we may not bring any 
unnecessary reproach on the Church, I 
Jove the Church of God and want to see it 
grow to the fullest extent of God’s re- 
quirements. It should be a pattern to all 
others. I believe the Church of God has 
some of the best methods of doing the 
commandments of God, and, thank the

Lord, we believe in having ORDER. So 
let us stay in ORDER. (Bible order.) 

Now I have heard preachers make the 
remark that they had set in ORDER so 
many churches during the year, say any- 
where from one to ten. Now that, of 
course, would be a good year’s work if 
they actually got them set in ORDER, 
but in my opinion there is a great dif- 
ference between organizing a church and 
setting a church in ORDER (I mean 
working order). Many times I have gone 
to visit a church that some evangelist 
had reported he had set in ORDER, but 
when I had arrived at the church and 
attended the services, I would find out 
they were far from being in ORDER, 
Bible order. I cannot get the idea that 
a church can be set in ORDER in one 
night, however, it may be started, but :t 
may take years to get it in ORDER. Now 
I have been pastoring churches for a good 
many years and must say that God has 
blessed my labors, but with all of that, 
I doubt very much as to ever having set 
a church in real Bible ORDER, and als» 
according to the rules of the General As- 
sembly. When I would get my church 
to the place where I thought we were 
100 per cent in order, then I would see 
where we were out of ORDER. 


I have read in the Evangel many times 
where some minister was reporting that 
his church had gone over the top 100 per 
cent on this or that. Now that’s fine on 


one thing, or many things, but how 
about everything? God demands 100 per 
cent in everything. Now I don’t wish to 
be misunderstood, but in my opinion, 2 
church that does not pay tithes is not in 
ORDER, and a church that does not 
support its pastor is not in ORDER, and 
churches that do not raise their mission 
quota are not in ORDER, and a church 
where there is envy and strife and dis- 
fellowship is not in ORDER. Alsu, 
churches that do not believe in or have 
government are out of ORDER, We are 
in order only as we obey the ORDERS 
of God (His commandments) and those 
who have the rule over us in the Lord 
(general officials of the Church) and the 
rulings of the Assembly. 

You know how the rich young 
came to Jesus and asked Him what he 
MUST DO to be saved, and Jesus told 
him that he lacked one thing in being 
in ORDER, and as far as I know he 
never did get in ORDER. So _ you see 
what it may mean to you and me not to 
be in ORDER, it may mean that you or 
I have missed heaven, by not being in 
ORDER. Let us be loyal to the Church 
and stay in order at all times. St. Paul 
tells us something about ORDER over 
in I Cor. 12:28, and in fact the 
whole twelfth chapter deals with OR- 
DER, ORDER in which certain gifts are 
bestowed, and in what ORDER they are 
to be used, and also the ORDER of the 
ministry. He tells us that God did set in

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John the Baptist

“In those days came John the Baptist 
preaching in the wilderness of Judaea, 
saying, Repent ye: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. For this is he that was 
spoken of by the prophet Esaias, saying, 
The voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make his 
paths straight. And the same John had 
his raiment of camel’s hair, and a leathern 
girdle about his loins; and his meat was 
locusts and wild honey. Then went out 
to him Jerusalem, and all Judaea, and all 
the region round about Jordan; and were 
baptized of him in Jordan, confessing 
their sins,’ Matt. 3:1-6. 

John the Baptist is a challenging figure. 
He lives in the desert, with the rough 
clothing which nature has provided for 
him. He eats of the simple food which 
God provided and is at home in the rocks 
with the stars overhead and the rugged 
sincerities of nature. He is no ladies’ man, 
no cultured person, but his skin is brown, 
his features firm, his muscles are like iron 
bands. He is not afraid of the storms of 
the elements, the wild beasts of the desert, 
but of the impression that he is able to 
cope with any situation which may pre- 
sent itself. 

Little is known of this magnificent 
figure before his advent into the minis- 
try. We do know that he was foreor- 
dained to prepare the way of the Lord 
and blaze a path for the coming One. 

The message of this trail blazer is in 
likeness tu his external appearances. It is 
full of sincerity, short and to the point. 
It goes down to the roots of both per- 
sonal and natural problems. It throws sin 
into its red glare of disaster. John calls 
things by their right names; he does not 
side-step; neither does he obscure the 
truth. One burning word which he 
throws at his hearers is “REPENT.” He 
gives them to understand that this is an 
urgent matter and a matter which can- 
not be under-estimated if they intend to 
go along with God. I see this young man, 
dressed in his camel hair, standing on a 
knoll beside the River of Jordan, pro- 
claiming his message to the vast multi- 
tude which has come out to hear him. 
Among this multitude are all classes of 
people, the religious sects, the moral mea 
and those who have delved deeply in sin. 
The message gains in dignity and grips 
with new power when we notice thar this 
man of the desert has forgotten himself. 
He simply calls himself “a voice and a 
way-maker.” He wants his hearers to un- 
derstand that he is only a forerunner of 
the great Cause which is coming. He 
does not try to impress his hearers with 


eloquence. He does not appease the minds 
of the professed followers of God, who 
are in his audience. He does not make 
them conscious of himself; his sole pur- 
pose is to make them aware of something 
most vital and urgent, driving forward, 
getting the road ready for something still 
greater to come. I am made to wonder, in 
this day of time, are we willing to use 
ourselves just for building a way for the 
kingdom. 


Through his fearlessness in his public 
messages in that age of subtle arguments 
and hairsplitting, he tells the truth in 
plain terms. He is like a great volcano 
which has rested in silence for years and 
years until the burning mass of lava on 
the inside breaks forth in eruption. So 
is John, in the desert among the serene 
beauties of nature, he rested and waited 
until the appropriate time set by God. 
Who knows what the innermost thoughts 
of this great man were while there in the 
desert? No doubt he was in communica- 
tion with God many times during these 
long years of so'itude. He had time and 
opportunity to study about the goodness 
of God, and now, that kindled fire of 
God’s love in the breast of this brave man 
has been fanned into a _ mighty blaze 
and he ventures forth without fear, pro- 
claiming that men must repent of their 
evil deeds. 


Great multitudes from the cities and 
regions about flocked to hear the won- 
derful messages of John. Here was a 
man who taught as one never taught be- 
fore. Although young in years he held 
spellbound those who heard the anointed 
words fall from his lips. Contrary opin- 
ions were formed among his hearers. 
Many were willing to forsake their past 
life and follow this great messenger, 
while others, especially those of the re- 
ligious sects, put to scorn his teachings, 
but with boldness he revealed their sins 
in order that he might help them. 


One great thought I would like to get 
before my readers is this, John was will- 
ing to be forgotten if only the great 
movement which he has ushered in may 
go on to success. The struggle for lead- 
ership has wrecked many a worthy cause 
and has littered the path of human prog- 
ress. Individual ambition appears again 
and again at the critical moment in a 
conflict between good and evil, and the 
right cause is lost because a man could 
not subordinate his personal desires to 
his ideal. What man is there among us 
who would be willing to do as John, re- 
linquish our personal ambitions in order 
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that the cause of Christ might go for- 
ward? John had a great following, many 
forsook all to be with him, but he always 
taught that he must decrease and that 
there was one coming who must increase. 
The only reason why he was able to give 
up his personal leadership with such se- 
rene faith was because he had put the 
Coming One as the center of all his ac- 
tivity. He did not think or act or plan 
in reference to himself. This Jesus who 
was to save mankind was the supreme 
fact in all his estimates of responsibility 
and duty. Oh! that men of nowadays 
could get this great vision and lose sight 
of themselves in order that the great 
cause could be presented in its fullness 
and sincerity. What a great lesson we 
get from the character and humbleness of 
John, but alas, I wonder just what bene- 
fits we derive from the life of this great 
man, From observation it seems that most 
everyone is striving for pre-eminence and 
leadership, forgetting the vocation to 
which they are called, allowing it to suf- 
fer defeat. When will we rally to the 
standard and carry the unfurled banners 
of Christ without egotism? May God help 
us ro lose sight of ourselves and be fully 
draped with the cloak of our real duty 
to God and mankind. 


The fame of the desert preacher sifted 
through the door of a little carpenter shop 
and came to the ears of a hard-working 
young carpenter, who was very much im- 
pressed with the reports which drifted 
back from the banks of the Jordan. He 
heard of John baptizing people and He 
came for the purpose of being baptized, 
Matt. 3:13. While standing among the 
mixed throng which had come out to 
hear this wonderful prophet, His great 
heart was captured by the simplicity and 
the sincerity with which John brought 
forth his message. Although cousins, the 
scripture does not say they had ever 
met. There John, the wonderful man 
from the desert, clozhed with camel’s 
hair, with the sun beaming down on his 
brow, unleashed the mighty truths which 
had been locked in his heart so long. 
These words drifted out among his con- 
gregation and struck a vibrant cord in 
the heart of Jesus, who immediately re- 
cognized His calling, and without hesi- 
tation came forward to be baptized of 
John. When John beheld this figure com- 
ing down the bank of the river he real- 
ized that his mission in the world was al- 
most finished. He knew that this man 
was the Coming One whose path he had 
been sent to prepare. He felt his little- 
ness at this moment. He felt that he 
was unworthy to baptize this carpenter 
from Galilee. He knew that his Master 
had come. Thank God for a man like 
John the Baptist. His words were being

SHANTUNG, China, August, 1937. 
—Much beloved co-workers, greetings in 
His name, peace and joy be unto you ail. 
Let not your heart be troubled, neither let 
it be afraid. Remember our God is able. 
All power is His. Praise Him. 

August will stay in the memory of 
many in China. On the first, at about 
4:00 a. m., we were shaken by an earth- 
quake that put great fear in the hearts 
of the heathen. It is their belief that the 
world rests on a great fish and their fish 
opened its eyes and made the world 
tremble. But still greater fear came at 
5:00 p. m. when the quake was repeated. 
Some tried to run but were not able. We 
took advantage of the opportunity to tell 
of the power of God. Matt, 24:6-14 was 
our subject. From the early part of July 

_ the heathen carried their handmade gods 
to try to bring rain (this is a wild feast). 
Those two months were about the hard- 
est we have had in all our time in China. 
Daily our cry to God was, “Lord, do use 
us more than ever before.” My 
warning to workers and Christians was, 
“Do more work for the Master than ever 
before. Do not let souls slip down 
through your fingers. Do more interces- 
sory praying. When Zion travails she 
brings forth sons and daughters. We have 
to put the hardest battle against Satan. 
It is his last stand. So let’s cry out 2 Cor. 
6:2 and Psalms 9. He faileth not.” 

On the 14th and 15th it was my lot 
to be in the flood. Once more China’s 
sorrows, the Yellow River, left its banks 
and took life and all that was before its 
force. Those old mud houses sank out of 
sight, Many had lived in hope of having 
a harvest and food for the winter who 
will face hardship. I landed near an old 
mother who was sitting on a box and 
by her side were two grandchildren. All 
were crying—the mother for the son, the 
children for the father. Sad, sad China! 
There seems to be no help for the needy. 
I shared with this woman and told her to 
put her trust in God for all earthly things 
will pass away and there is only one thing 
that is sure and that comes after we pass 
from this life. I would to God that the 
world would understand their need and 
seek Jesus the living Savior. Beloved, co- 
workers, let’s strive to walk closer to Je- 
sus than ever before; spend more time in 
prayer and follow the leading of the 
Holy Spirit, for if we try to walk alone 
we surely will walk on dangerous ground. 
God help us to be true. Let us live for 
others like Jesus did. Fear and unrest 


grip the hearts of many. It is a sad sight 
to see the soldiers, train after train, go- 
ing to the front in the cities, All try to 
prepare for a piace of safety, making 
dugouts in the yards. The consul has 
given orders, American as well as British, 
advising all to get to a place of safety. 
My soul cries out, “There is no safety 
outside of Christ and by His grace and 
with His help | shall not leave the charge 
God gave me; be it life or death, I shall 
not leave.” Our trust is in Him and we 
do trust that the dear friends and co- 
workers will hold us up in prayer more 
than ever before. We are hard at work 
and have the Master’s blessings. Souls are 
won for Him and that is what drives us 
on. We are praying that heaven’s best és 
yours and that God will give you a bur- 
den for the lost and needy of China, I 
thank you for the noble help you have 
given us in the past and plead that you 
will not leave us at this hour of need. 
God be with you till we meet and see
